Tre Pretimtnary Aagricres GF FEAce. 

Lord Fohs Cavendifh informed the Houfe, that at firlt if 
was his intention to wait till the Dutch articles were laid be- 
fore them, in order that they might judge with the greater pre- 
cifion concerning the peace ; but after the iffue of the debate 
on Monday faft, he was convinced, that the farther confidéra- 
tion of thefe articles fhould immediately take place, without a- 
ny interruption whatever. He did not argue in. this manner 
from any pique or perfonal enmity againft any man, but for the 
national good, which ought to be the firft confideration of eve- 
ry member of that Hovfe. It had been induftrioufly fpread a- 
broad, that the part that he took in Monday’s debate-tended to 
militate againft the peace, whereas he meant no fuch thing. 
His amendments tended to delay the-confideration of the terms 
of the treaty, till fach time as Parliament were fully informed 
of the dtiferent articles, and not to inform his Majefly that 
they had coafidered and approved of the treaty, when in fact 
they knew very little abou tt. © He did not at all mean to in- 
finuate that the treaty fhould not be looked upon as binding in 
every refpect, and that it was ratified to all intents and purpofes. 
He thought ‘at the national honour and faith were pledged 
upon it, and he would by no means wiih to have it believed 
without doors, that be entertained any the leaft idea of break- 
ing this treaty, although fome very officious perfons had indu- 
{trioully circulated fuch an opinion ; but he aflured the Honou- 
rable Honfe, and he believed every gentleman, npn the leaft 
reflection, would agree with him, that the amendment of Mon- 
day laft, which he had the honour to make, had quite the con- 
trary tendency. What motives fach perfons could have in cir- 
culating » report which carried along with it fuch notorious fal- 
fity, he could not pretend to determine; but he was forry to 
think that it might be now fully propagated in the country that 
thofe were his intentions. He then faid, that although he 
thought that the pational faith fhauld be held as facred and 
binding in every refpect, and that the articles of pacification, 
which were now rtatfied, fhould be confidered as finally enter- 
ed into and agreed upon by the different powers, yet he begged 
Jeave to obferve, that the peace was not fo honourable to this 
country as might have been expected. He did not think that 
the framers of this treaty were entitled to fuch high compli- 
ments, or-foch diftinguifhed praife, as their dependents had i- 
magined. We were not in fuch a deplorable fijuation as they 
thought proper tu reprefent. We had been vitorions in many 
parts of the globe, and we fhould not have made fuch thameful 
and extravagant conceflions as we had done. Our fignal vic- 
tory, gained in the Weft Indies by Lord Rodney, would be a 
fabject of aftonifhment for polterity, and might have animated 
us with frefh courage to profecute the war with .adwaotage, or 
extorted from our enemies an honourable peace, which he 
was forry to fay was not the eafe at prefent. If ever 
the behaviour of any commande: was au honouf tu ° his 
country, and 2 fit theme for panygeric, it was the wonder- 
fal fuccefs and great exertion of this gallant officer. -By his 
aétivity and prowefs he had raifed the Brinth name to its for- 
mer importance and fplendour, and eltablifhed a formidable fu 
perioricy over our enemies in that quarter where he command- 








ed. Gen. Elliott had tikewife gained very confiderable advan, 


tages, and been, in a great degree, the means of checking the 
ambition of our enemies. ‘Pherefore, why thonld we have made 
fuch fhamefal conceflions ?* We had given ‘up freat and lacra~ 
tive poffeffions, ancl gained nothing in return. We had foit our 
national importance, and dimipifhed our grandeur. We had 
tarnithed our fplendid victories, by yielding to ourenemies fuch 
poffefhons:as they could not with any degree of reafon look for.

The Hon Keith Stewart denied that our fuperiority in fhip- 
ping was fo great as the noble Lord had mentioned, partica- 
larly in the Welt Indies. From recent accounts, nay, from 
the laft accounts, the combined fleet amounted.to upwards of 
fixty fail of the line. Where thea was our fuperiority? He 
pf likewife affert, that the Dutch line of bamle thips were 
eocreafing very rapidly ; for, by informations from Holland, 
the States would have at fea by the,beginning of next fummer, 
if the war continued, upwards of fifty thips of the line. Gen- 
tlemen could not deny facts, and‘he believed that upun reflec- 
tion the peace would be confidered as an honourable and ad- 
vantageous one, when they took into confideration the prefent 
critical fituation of affairs. | No man would deny bat the vic- 
tories gained by the brave Lord Rodney deferved every mark 
of approbation 5 and that the gallant defence made by General 
Eliott infured him the heart-fele applaufe of a generous people ; 
but thele great and fignal victories had not raifed us to that e- 
minence and fuperiority over our enemies, that we fhould de- 
{pife avd rejeét any offers made by them towards a reconcilia- 
tion. He fpoke, he faid, as a profeffional man, and did not 
pretend to any depth of political knowledge and uncommon 
penetration. 

Mr Secretary Townfhend did not attempt to defend the 
peace on any other than national principles. If Gentlemen 
were refolved to make an enquiry into the treaty, let them do 
it in a fair and candid manner, and not be led away by party 
prejudices. Let them, ‘if they pleafed, make a motion for the 
immediate removal of the prefent admainiftration, if they thought 
they had not acted agreeably to the interefts of the nation. If 
any man could lay blame on him, he would be ready to meet 
hin whenever he thought proper; and he was certain that his 
colleagues, who asted in every refpe& with as much reélitude 
and probity, would be ready at.any time for fuch an inveltipa- 
tion, He faid, he had no objeétions to the firlt, fecond, and 
third motioss, bir the fourth he would oppofe, as he thought 
it uncand: . and inproper for his Majefty’s Minifters, if they 
had many cefion:, had certainly fume compenfation in return. 
He likev fe obd).cted to the fifth, although he agreed that the 
Lovalifts ugot to be provided for. 

S'r Cecil Wray declared that he was an enemy to all parties, 
pariicularly thofe that were detrimental to the interefts of the » 
nation. He faid, he would as much as poflible oppofe every ’ 
Miniter that acted.in oppofition to the rights and privileges of 
the people. He called upon the independent country gentle- 
men to affiit in defending the rights of their conftituents, and 
hoped that he would not.be led away by party prejudices. He 
blamed the noble Lord in the blue ribband as haying been in- 
{trumental to the war, which had beea ruinous and deftruétive 
in many refpeéts. He fat in the Houft by the intereft and in- 
tercefion of his ‘conflituents, and from fach another Miniftry 
God deliver him.
